As you and your colleagues are about to return to Egypt, it is 
my pleasurable duty to express, on behalf of the United Kingdom 
Government, the great satisfaction which your mission’s visit has 
caused them. We hope that you will return to Egypt feeling not 
only that you have been able to implement your terms of reference 
(which were to study the commercial relations between our two 
countries and to examine ways and means of placing those relations 
on an even more satisfactory basis), but that the friendly contacts 
which you and the members of your mission have established here 
will lead to a further development of our mutual commercial 
relations. 

We on our side have provided the information necessary for a 
study of the problems involved, and we have offered suggestions 
which are designed to increase the volume of trade between the two 
countries. 

In view of the importance of the United Kingdom market to 
Egypt, and of the general desirability of increasing the flow of trade 
between the two countries, I trust that the suggestions which we 
have made will receive sympathetic consideration by your 
Government.
